Mr.  Lincoln's  favorite  rocking  chair  from 
the  parlor  of  his  home  Li  Springfield, 
Illlnola  IB  now  in  the  Historical  Society 
in  Chicago,    It  stands  before  a  fireplace 
and  has  a  comfortable  well-Tiom  foot  stool 
in  front  of  it.    The  crocheted  doily  which 
is  on  the  back  of  the  chair  is  torn  and 
falling  apart,  but  the  beauty  of  the  design 
is  as  clear  as  when  tlr.  Lincoln  used  the 
rocker,  so  many  years  agol 

This  famous  old  dolly  has  been  carefully 
copied  for  you.    Use  it  as  a  chair-back 
piece  or  as  a  dining  room  table  centerpiece. 
Those  who  collect  dollies  or  doily  patterns 
will  cherish  this  design  as  an  historical 
piece.

GAUGE 

Gau|e  is  the  number  of  stitches  and  rows  to  tht  inch  on  your  work. 
It  is  important  as  it  determines  the  size  of  the  finished  article. 
Work  according  to  the  gmge  specified. 

The  *  (Asterisk) 
When  you  conic  to  i  *  (asterisk)  it  means:  Repeat  the  instructions 
following  the  asterisk  as  many  more  times  as  specified.  For  ex- 
ample, "repeat  from  •  2  more  times"  means  to  make  3  times  in 
all.  The  double  *•  is  used  in  the  same  way.
